NAPLES, July 2.—Crown Prince 
Umberto sailed from Naples yester- 
day on the San Giorgi, an Italian 
warship, for a long tour in Latin- 
America. The public and a large 


group of railway men gave him a 
hearty greeting as he stepped off 
the train from Rome. The Prince 
was accompanied by his tutor, Ad- 
miral Bonaldi, and Admfral Lo- 
betti. With them he drove to the 
Admiralty, where he was received 
with full naval honors. Just be- 
forejthe San Giorgi sailed mass was 
eaid on deck. 

Umberto will visit most of the 
Latin republics bearing a special 
message of friendship to their 
Presidents and to tHe Italian colo- 
nieg in South America. 

The political scope of the voyage 
was formed whén King Alfonso of 
Spain visited Italy last winter and 
discussed the strengthening of 
Italo-Spanish influence in South 
America as against that of the 
United States. But Admiral Bo- 
naldi also recommended the trip in 
the hope that Umberto will forget 
the charms of a young Roman 
Princess with whom he has danced 
a good deal during the last season. 

The Italian sovereigns, especially 
the Queen Mother, are absolutely 
opposed to the heir to the throne 
marrying a commoner or a member 
of mere aristocracy. The Crown 
Prince is expected to make an ahi- 
ance with a foreign royal family, 
the choice lying between Belgium 
ani Spain.

The trial lasted nearly three 
weeks, but the jury reached a ver- 
dict in less than an hour. The max- 
imum penaity is two years’ im- 
prisonment and $190,000 fine for 
each defendant. 

The quickness of the verdict sur- 

prised those who had followed the 
trial. Yesterday, after summailions 
by counsel, the Court ovcupied 
about an hour charging the fury. 
Mrs. Means, with ner 6-year-vld 
son, arrived in cous for the first 
time shortly after the ‘ury retired 
and heard the verdict announced. 
She took it calmly, as did the de- 
fendants, save for a barely per- 
ceptible stiffening cf Means’ mas- 
sive figure. 
Boast Is Shattered. 
foreman’s solemn 
as charged!" shattered one of 
Means’ proudest boasts, repeated 
by him before the Senate commit- 
tee that investigated the Depart- 
ment of Justice, that “I have been 
indicted for everything from mu-- 
der down, but they’ve never con- 
victed me.” 

Although his activities as a Ger- 
man spy, private detective, de- 
fendant in the murder of wealthy 
Mrs. Maude C. King in North Caro- 
lina in 1918, and principal in the 
three-year litigation of her hus- 
bana's will brought Means national 
noteriety, it was not until-he ap- 
peared as the guiding spirit of the 
Brookhart Committee that he 
reached the zenith of the publicity 
he appears to love. 

There, when not himself on the 
witness stand, he was at the el- 
bew of Senator Wheeler, commit- 
tee prosecutor, suggesting question- 
ing for other witnesses. When he 
did testify it was to produce alle- 
gations coupled with prominent 
names that were startling even in 
that lurid atmosphere. Many of 
the charges made by Means in 
Washington were repeated by him- 
self, his co-defendant or their wit- 
nesses in the trial here. 


Many Notables Mentioned. 
It was contended they were in- 
dicted only because their iInvesti- 


gation of the liquor situation 
threatened revelations intolerable 


to many high Government offi- 
clals, notably Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon, who was called as 
a defense witness in a vain effort 
to prove this contention. 


Means testified of collecting 
more than §400.,000 from mysteri- 
ous persons and turning it over to 
Jesse Smith, late confidant of Tor- 
mer Attorney-General Daugherty. 
He testified that the night last 
spring before Smith killed himself 
he begged Means not to. tell of 
these transactions. 

President Harding, Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue Blair and 
Prohibition Commissioner Haynes 
were others whose names figured 
prominently during the trial. _ It 
was under a commission from Mr.

Within striking distance of the 
eealization of a great ambition, 
without making a desperate at- 
tempt to go the whole way, the 
tollsome and expensive effort that 
has gone to the making of either 
the Smith or the McAdoo candi- 
dacy its not lightly to be conceded 
as having been wasted. 

The two candidates 
foilowerse were hoping 
hope. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Smith manager, sits on the aisle 
with the New York delegation. His 
face is the ardent countenance of 
a religious crusader. “Listen, 
listen,”’ he said eagerly last night. 
When the name of Wyoming was

Owen—Wyoming Gives 


Smith Five.

NEW YORK, July 2.—The only 
major developments of last night’e 
session of the Democratic conven- 
tion was the breaking:- away from 
McAdoo of the Oklahoma delega- 
tion, which threw its 20 votes to 
Senator Robert L. Owen, and the 
casting of five of Wyoming's six 
votes for Smith 


As a result of the six ballots tak- 
en last night McAdoo's vote fell 
from 438% to 415% and Smith’s 
increased from 308 to 323%. Other 
changes were unimportant. 

The action of Oklahoma in vot- 
ing for its Senator does not mean 
that his candidacy is to be taken 
seriously. The material effect was 
to break the McAdoo instruction 
and the delegates are now free to 
cast their votes for a serious con- 
tender. 

More serious, perhaps, than any- 
thing that happened on the floor 
was W. J. Bryan’s declaration of 
war on John W. Davis. It probably 
means that Davis cannot be nomi- 
nated. 

It was not dark when the con- 
vention reconvened. An air of ex- 
pectancy was apparent, many of the 
delegates evidently hoping that the 
recess caucusing had avanced the 
prospects of “A break in the long 
deadlock. 

Walsh Goes to 16. 

The first ballot of the evening, 
and the twenty-fifth of the con- 
vention, however, brought no ma- 
terial change in the position of the 
leaders. The total of Senator Walsh, 
who had been picking up a vote 
here and there, reached 16, sug- 
gesting the possibility of a swing in 
his direction. 

On the twenty-sixth ballot Okla- 
homa, which had been voting 
steadily for McAdoo, cast its 20 
votes for Senator Owen. In conse- 
quence of the defection, McAdoo’s 
total dropped to 415%, the lowest 
point since the convention opened. 

Five of Wyoming's six votes went 
to Smith on the twenty-seventh bal- 
lot, thus provoking a noisy display 
by Smith delegates, with a parade 
of standards. Since abandoning 
Senator Kendrick, its favorite son, 
Wyoming had been distributing its 
vote among several candidates. 
This brought Smith's total to 316% 
while McAdoo fell off to 413. Da- 
vis was remaining stationary, and 
general opinion was that he had 
shot his load. On the next ballot 
McAdoo dropped to 412. 

On the twenty-ninth ballot ‘Me- 
Adoo went to 415; and Smith, 
ecntinuing to climb slowly, reached 
321. The thirtieth and last ballut 
left the situation about where it 
was. McAdoo picked up half a 
vote, Smith advanced 2% and Da- 
vis had 126%.

On May 1 $29,697,757 of Money 
Borrowed Had Bech Repaid to 
Federal Credit Banks.

Federal Intermediate Credit Banks 
have made loans aggregating $76,- 
637,515 to the farmers of the coun- 
try in the slightly less than one 
year since the new credit system 
was organized, it was announced 
today by the Federal Farm Loan 
Board at the conclusion of the 
semi-annual conference of the 
board and officials of the farm 
loan and intermediate credit banks. 
Up to May 1 last, $27,697,757 of the 
loans had been repaid, showing 
that $48,943,758 of Government 
money is being used by the farm- 
ers to finance current crop or live- 
stock production and marketing. 
A formal statement issued by the 
board said it was “highly gratified’ 
with the record made by the banks 
and; regarded the system as having 
established itself as a useful and 
necessary American institution.

F YOU are closing the house for

Put a lump of sugar in the tea 
and coffee pot te prevent rust or 
mildew. 


Clean the brass vases and fire- 
irons, then wrap them in paper and 
put them in a perfectiy dry place. 


Tongs, pokers and shovels of 
steel should be well greased with 
vaseline before they are put away. 


Put a piece of camphor inside 
the plano as a preventive against 
moths and put some in with the sil- 
ver to prevent tarnishing. 


After the silver is cleaned and 
polished rub the large pieces with 
lard. Wrap all silver in tissue pa- 
per. A, soap water wash, when you 
return, is all that will be necessary 
to make them glisten. One house- 
wife just wraps her silver in waxed 
paper in June and she always finds 
it bright in the fall.
